Duncan Recalls Good 
Ole Days In Spindale 

Life back during the “good ole 
days” was not always peaches and 
cream, according to 79-year-old 
Oscar Duncan, ? 09, Spindale’s first 
postmaster. Now a retired builder, 
he has varied hobbies, including 
gardening, wood - working, and 
raising homing pigeons. 

Duncan grew up on a farm near 
Forest City, learned the carpenter 
trade, and in 1912 married the 
former Maggie Beam. Going to 
Spindale in 1913, he purchased a 
general store from a brother, but 
in 1917 was appointed the first 
postmaster in the town. 

Salaries, he reports, w^ere paid 
by stamp cancellation, amounting 
to around $30 a month. He served 
for two years and turned the job 
over to his assistant. Postal equip- 
ment was meagre, amounting to a 
mail bag, lock and key, a stamp 
cancelling stamp, and a small 
amount of postage stamps. 

After leaving the postoffice, 
Duncan went back into the gen- 
eral store business but continued 
carpentering throughout the 
years, building hundreds of homes 
and businesses in Spindale. 

Duncan lays claim to a number 
of other “firsts” in the Spindale 
area, in addition to being the first 
postmaster.

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| Enrollment Hits 670 

Enrollment at Gardner-Webb 
hit a new high of 670 with the 
opening of the spring semester 
Jan. 22, when 545 regular and 23 
special students enrolled. The pre- 
vious enrollment record was last 
year's 640. Forty students are 
enrolled here for the first time 
this semester; 19 were re-admit- 
ted. 

Registrar Dorothy W. Hamrick,

Rutherford Counties, with about 
a third of the total from Cleve- 
land.
